His Excellency, Ruffin G. Pleasant, Governor of the State of Louisiana, and Ex- 
Officio President of the Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital 
of Louisiana, Baton Rouge, La. 

Your Excellency:— I have the honor of presenting to you my annual report 
as follows: 

Notwithstanding the stress of war conditions under which our institution 
has labored during the past year it emerges from a trying situation unimpaired 
in efficiency, a condition which justifies the hope that the realization of world-wide 
peace will witness a culmination of the abnormal demands upon its resources and 
personnel. 

Wholehearted co-operation with our Government is evidenced by the eager 
response to the call to arms upon the part of doctors, nurses, and others to the 
number of two hundred and sixty-two, among tbem being many whose services 
were conspicuous in the professional and scientific work of some of the more im- 
portant departments. Those who were called upon to continue their work, however, 
also responded with noble generosity and self-sacrifice in their efforts to maintain 
a standard of service which fundamentally lead* to the solicitous care and comfort 
of the unfortunate afflicted who have Sought ik- ministration of the institution. 

By endeavoring to foreshadow rapidly changing values in many of the essen- 
tial commodities and by anticipating our needs through the effecting of tinu 
tracts where feasible, it has been possible to record the phenominally low cost per 
patient per day of 3 1. 1 2 and this in the face of serious appreciation of indispensable 
drugs, instruments, general supplies, etc., to say nothing of numerous other items 
of less importance, affecting our operating cost. 

Coi.ieidently. extensive and highly beneficial improvements have been accom- 
plished, notably, the installation of a modern system of heat distribution, resulting 
primarily in a substantial saving of fuel, but more particularly in dependable radia- 

ihroughout the various buildings, The erection of an ice plant, and model 
bakery, proving of financial benefit, while insuring a regular and abundant supply 
of ice and bread. Renovating and modernizing of the plumbing in several of the 
mum buildings— infact these additions and betterments arc so thoroughly demon- 
strating their value and desirability, it is a source of wonderment that the institu- 
tion has progressed without them during many years past. On this point there re. 
mains much more to be desired. Dnquestioiuihly the need of fire protection is most 
urgent, and this can only be satisfactorily realized through the installation of a 
standard sprinkler system. Ample facilities for the storage of supplies are sadly 
lacking, and more commodious quarters for this purpose are much to be desired. 
A larger and thoroughly modern mortuary is of prime necessity, a fact which be- 
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came too flagtantly apparent during the recent epidemic of influenza when in order to 
administer to every one who sought admittance 'he disease 

evidenced by the applicant, a difficult problem arose in caring for the bodies of those 
unfortunates who succumlied to the infection, during the period of gr ea test mor- 
tality. Even more important than the latter, however. is tin- present need of an 
electric power plant for lighting purposes, as the existing public service not only 
substantially adds to overhead costs, but from time to time suffers vexatious i nd 
demoralizing interruptions. 

While we are not unmindful, therefore, of the prompt ami generous response 
of the State to our previous appeal, through this medium, for an increase in appro- 
priation, it can readily lie m that our available fund* will not permit of the 
summation of our effort and desire to undertake, except in part, even these major 
additions when we point out the fact the year ih further encroachments 

upon the Special Fund Account It fot permanent improvements) through 

the ttO | current expenditures to the extent of 126,000 r t j s gratifying to 

be in a position to chronicle in this connection, however, th.it the replacement of 
withdrawals from the Special Fund Account is made possible in the near future 
through the bem in reimbursing expenditures from this source, 

in liquidation of General Fund Account liabilities, aiv -■ Iv within the range 

of possibilities that during the process of readjustment to a peace basis, many of 
the suggested improvements can be undertaken and successfully concluded. 

The grim hand or death has again invaded our Board Membership, removing 
from our midst Mr. Nathan S. Stern, and depriving us of the assistance of his wise 
iounsel and advice, as well as of a staunch friend and benefactor. His passing is

which have permitted additions to our equipment, and for which funds would 
otherwise have been lacking, and especially do we not only our duty,
